his acts. There are abundant ex- 
amples of the failure of ethical teach- 
ing to affect life. France has given 
non-religious moral training a more 
thorough trial perhaps than any oth- 
er nation. And yet, says an eminent 
authority, ‘In fifty years criminality 
has increased three-fold, though there 
was scarcely any increase in popula- 
tion. This statement was made be- 
fore the war and does not compre- 
hend the violent increase of crime 
since the war. One French professor 
complained, ‘My prize pupil in morals 
is the biggest knave of the lot.’ 
“But this moral instruction requires 
the reinforcement of religious teach- 
ing and feeling. . . Rosseau, a great

ing for Emile and dwells especially

The most marvellous accomplishment of any re- 
ligion in this country, or in the world for that matter, 
is the great educational system founded. and main- 

tained by Catholics of the United States. It a! fords 
the best answer to the lie that Catholics are not inte! 
ested in education, and it is the greatest ) ae 4 of the 
Church’s loyalty to Christ, who was so fond of chil- 
dren, and who certainly longs for nothing more than 
to have the seeds of virtue and the love of God plant- 
ed in their youthful hearts. The tens of millions of 
dollars invested in the Catholic educational institu- 
tions, and the millions spent annually for their main- 
tenance, certainl ak the Church’s interest in 
the child, but not half so much as the dedication of 
60,000 lives to the Christian instruction of the rising 
generation. 

Even our country’s greatest boast is its popular 
educational system, on which nearly one-half of all 
local and state taxation is spent, although every prop- 
erty owner in the land, including Catholics, contr ibute 
towards its expansion and maintenance. How tre- 
mendous, then, is the achievernment of Catholics, since 
their educational system is as thorough, and as effi- 
cient as the one which all the power of the state is 
back of ! 

Why are not Catholics satisfied with the schools 
of the State as other people are? It is certainly not 
because of prejudice, nor because the schools are ir- 
religious, nor because Catholics are imbued less with 
the American spirit, do not concern themselves with 
the knowledge which Jesus Christ declared to be 

“eternal life.” 

The last injunction which Our Saviour left with 
His Apostles was “to teach the nations,” and the 
Church has ever felt that she must execute this com- 
mission. From the day’ she emerged from the Cata- 
éombs, and was no longer prevented from obeying the 
Master’s orders, she has faithfully discharged her 
duty in this regard. Schooling the nations always 
went hand in hand with Christianizing the nations, 
and for long centuries the Church was the world’s 
only educator... Not only did she lend herself to the in- 
struction of the little ones, but she built up great Col- 
leges and Universities. The most famous in Europe 
today, such as Oxford, Cambridge, Paris, Salamanca, 
were her schools until they were wrested from her. 
Long before Harvard was founded the Catholic 
Church was giving higher education even in the New 
World. 

The prevalent impression that the Publie School 
system in the United States was long in operation, 
and that Catholics alone were dissatisfied with it and 
undertook to build up a rival system, is most erron- 
eous. Catholic schools existed first, so did the reli- 
gious schools of other denominations; in fact the Col- 
onies, and the States themselves until 80 years ago, 
had none other than religious schools. 

We call ours a Christian nation, but there is noth- 
nig in the educational system of the nation caleulated 
to keep it such. Careful not to offend the sensib lity 
of many groups of people, whose children are being 
trained in the public schools, the State confines its 
educational interests to the things which prepare the 
child for economic and literary success during his 
worldly existence. We are not censuring the State 
for not doing moyg; in fact we maintain that she is 
not authorized oD more, because the sphere of her 
authority is bound By the temporal. The duty of train- 
ing the child for the next world belongs to the Church. 
However, since it is to the interest of the State to 
have a citizenry guided by the great truths of faith, 
imbued with love of God, and possessed of consciences 
which ‘will not tolerate dishonesty, immorality and 
crime, it should give every encouragement to any 
grou ip of people who, at their own expense, provide a 
Christian education for their children, 

NO EDUCATIONAL BUREAUCRACY, 

The pramoters of the scheme to centralize edu- 
cation under the control of one politically appointed 
bureau at Washington are gathering for another at- 
tack.
